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ANA President’s Letter

Dear Neighbors, 

I wanted to talk about “building 
community”. I was recently made pre- 
siding officer of the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association. It’s not 
something I particularly aspired to 
when I joined the Executive 
Committee (EC) of Allandale 
Neighborhood (ANA), but I’m doing 
my best to rise to the challenge. I have 
been very busy these last two months. 
My regard for Gretchen Vaden’s term 
as president of ANA for the past few 
years only strengthens as I learn more 


about what’s involved with the position. 


I have lived in Allandale for 23 years. 
My wife and I moved to a house on 
Carleen in 1984 and then to one on 
Bullard Drive seven years ago. My rea- 
son for getting involved with ANA was 
an interest in building community. I 
approached the ANA Board two years 
ago, offering to take over the website 
with the idea that online communica- 
tion via the ANA newsgroup and dis- 
semination of information through the 
website would complement one anoth- 
er and spur conversation. It’s working. 

This newsletter, however, has always 
been and still is the most effective means 
for keeping residents informed. I felt 


that supplementing it with updates via 
the website would help bridge the infor- 
mation gap between publications. It does 
but Pm also pleased to report were pub- 
lishing the newsletter more frequently, 
six issues a year vs. four. Keep reading 
the newsletter and connect to the web- 
site for updates. 

Building community is my interest 
and based on the survey we conducted 
in the Fall, it’s a strong interest of 
yours as well. Unfortunately, it gets to 
be more of a challenge the more chal- 
lenges we’re confronted with as a 
neighborhood. Getting everyone to 
agree on how to approach a problem, 
ot even to agree on what the issues are, 
is rare. And the Northcross redevelop- 
ment is certainly one of those issues. 

I recognize not everyone is on board 
with our efforts to keep this huge 
supercenter out. It’s not that we’re 
against Wal-Mart it’s that we’re against 
a 219,000 sq ft supercenter that will 
draw significant traffic from a 4-mile 
radius. We don’t have the infrastructure 
to support a supercenter. If you're at all 
undecided or you want to get the latest 
on the project read Allan McMurtry’s 
piece on the Northcross redevelopment 
in this newsletter.

Another one of those projects that 
needs our immediate attention is Vertical 
Mixed Use. Find out what it means to 
Allandale and how we can influence it in 
Kerry Kimbrough’s report on the 
Planning Committee and Steven 
Zettner’s article on VMU.

munity ties as we encounter these 
upcoming challenges. This community 
spirit was clearly demonstrated in the 
collective efforts of a dedicated group of 
volunteers who put on the very success- 
ful Celebrate Allandale picnic in late 
March. I thank the Allandale Fundraising 
Committee for the many hours of work 
they devoted to this project. It was well 
done, and brought us together and gen- 
erated money as well as awareness for 
the Allandale Legal Fund. 

And finally, I just want to share with 
you an email that came in via the web- 
site. If you think it’s just me patting us 
on the back, see what an outsider had 
to say about Allandale:

Members of the NC committee have 
met with these two council members in 
recent weeks. These council members 
made it clear that they could not sup- 
port pulling of the current site plan. 
These council members believe, based 
on advice from the City of Austin attor- 
ney, that they will be personally liable for 
pulling the site plan and possibly subject 
to being sued by either Lincoln 
Properties or Wal-Mart.

TT": George W. Davis Family Cemetery 
was part of a 3,154-acre land grant 
signed by Mirabeau B. Lamar, President 
of The Republic of Texas, in 1841 to 
the family patriarch after his service in 
the battle of San Jacinto. The earliest 
dated grave is March 25, 1851, but the 
burial ground may have been in use as 
eatly as 1845. In 1918, Doug Davis’s 
great grandmother became the last per- 
son to be buried in the cemetery. 
Maintenance was sporadic at best sub- 
sequent to the Davis’s move to “town” 
prior to 1920. Daddy said his “Papa” 
would give someone twenty dollars to 
clean it up “every once in a while.” For 
many years the cemetery was not main- 
tained and became overgrown with thick 
brush. According to what I was told by 
my father, Roy W. Davis (great grandson 
of George W. Davis), Daddy and two 
younger elderly cousins, Emmett and 
Walter, personally began in late 1977 the 
five-year project of clearing the property 
and restoring a sense of dignity. The two 
cousins, although younger than my 
father, did not live as long. My father 
made it to 1997. When I took over the

maintenance in 1992, Daddy still went 
with me bringing his lawnmower and 
mowing “his half,’ as marked by him, 
with the first cut right down the middle. 
He managed to do that through 1993. 

Doug Davis continues to maintain 
the cemetery with the help of his son, 
Dwight, and grandson Patrick. They 
also use earnings from limited endow- 
ment funds created by Davis family 
descendants and some neighbors who 
live adjacent to the cemetery. 

As to the ownership of the cemetery, 
in January of 1873, after his wife had died 
intestate, George W. Davis executed a 
document to settle her estate and pass on 
his land as well to the surviving children. 
Included in that document, which is 
recorded in Vol. X Pages 395-97 of ‘Travis 
County Records, is the statement: “One 
acre square including the family graveyard, 
being reserved forever from sale.” The 
records of the Travis County Appraisal 
District reflect George W. Davis as owner 
of this parcel. His address is listed as the 
same Vine Street address of the cemetery. 
Also, as a part of the process of having 
the Davis Cemetery designated a Historic 
Texas Cemetery, the document 
was entered into the Travis

for a number of years and an officer 
in the Confederate Army. In addi- 
tion to George W. Davis and several 
of his children, others of her 
descendents buried there include 
three daughters. 

1. Adelaide Bacon Vann, her 
husband L.T. and infant son, the 
earliest recorded burial there. 

2. Abigail Jane Bacon Adkisson, 
her husband A.J. and children are 
buried there. A.J. participated in the 
Cardova Fight near Seguin in March 
1839 as well as the Flores Fight on 
the North San Gabriel in May of 
1839. Later, he was a Cumberland 
Presbyterian Minister and business- 
man in Austin for many years. 

3. Mary Emiline Bacon was the 
wife of Wayman Wells who came 
to Texas as a child in 1826 and 
joined the Texas Army in 1835. 
Mary, Wayman and children are 
buried inside the ornamental metal 
fence. Julia Ann’s son, George W. Davis, 
lived to the ripe old age of 75, quite an 
achievement for that period. And appar- 
ently he was active until the end or close 
to it. A “PENCIL POINT?” in the “The 
Statesman,” 
Austin, Texas of 
October 7, 1882, 
reported that Mr. 
Davis was going to 
have a bale of cot- 
ton at the fair to 
compete for those 
special premiums 
and that he plant- 
ed, cultivated and 
was gathering the 
cotton by himself 
unaided. There was 
also a definite 
down side to living 
to this old age. His 
wife and all his 
children save two 
(and one we do 
not know her 
death date) preced- 
ed him in death. 

George Ws wife, 
Emiline, died in 
1872, and one of 


= 


the inscriptions on her marker is “A 
Good Woman is Gone.” According to 
the coverage of her funeral in the local 
newspapers, and the comments of the 
minister who conducted it, this could be 
termed an understatement. Statements 
such as, “But she is gone! and her like 
will not be found again, for modern 
society does not make such women.” 

Of his five sons, James, the oldest, 
died in 1858 of Yellow Fever in Port 
Isabel where he was serving as a customs 
officer and was buried there. Richard was 
a Confederate soldier and died in the war. 
William was also a Confederate Veteran 
who died by suicide in 1876. Glen Owen 
was probably known as the “wild one.” 
The youngest, he was not old enough to 
join the Confederate Army but according 
to family legend, that did not keep him 
from running away from home to do so. 
His father followed him to Georgetown 
to bring him back home. In addition, two 
articles in “The Statesman” in June of 
1881 told of Glen Owens’s attempt to 
kill his brother-in-law at George’s farm. 
Glen died in 1885. 

Blackstone was a lawyer, admitted to 
the bar at the age of 21. He served in 
the Eighth Texas Legislature in 1860 
representing Bastrop County. He was 
murdered in 1881 while walking home 
from Austin at night. No one was ever 
convicted of the murder. Blackstone’s 
wife, Elvira Tennessee Manor Davis is 
the last known burial in the cemetery in 
1918. She was the daughter of James 
Manor, founder of the town of Manor. 

Although they are not buried in the 
cemetery, two of Blackstone’s sons were 
active in Austin civic life. James was elect- 
ed Sheriff of ‘Travis County and served 
one term before his death in 1902. 
William served as an Alderman in the 
City of Austin as well as owning and 
operating one of the larger saloons in 
Austin, The Office, at Fifth and Congtess. 

Of George’s daughters, Mary England 
Davis died in 1853 at the age of 4. Sarah 
H. Davis England died in 1866. Martha 
Ann Davis Mayton was born in 1852. 
Her date of death is unknown. 

Non-family members who are buried 
in the cemetery were for the most part 
friends and neighbors. +%

The President appoints committees, 
and this will be reviewed to see if the 
Executive Committee will approve. 

A process for mid-term review of the 
officers or the Executive Committee 
will be considered. 

The ability of the Executive Committee 
to hold non-voting work sessions is 
currently allowed while the necessity to 
have public votes is not. This will be 
addressed with an eye to complete 
transparency. 

Other issues as brought to us will be 
included in the review.

t the January general meeting, neigh- 

bors voted to collect funds to oppose 
the Lincoln Properties /Wal-Mart plans 
for a six-acre supercenter [Six acres is 
just the store and doesn’t include the 5- 
story parking garage] at Northcross. The 
fundraising effort was initiated at the 
first of February. A goal of $100,000 
was set as a likely “war chest.” A com- 
mittee of 10 supported by 35 to 50 other 
volunteers worked on the effort. 

A simple request for donations pro- 
duced significant results by the end of 
February, enough to sustain legal 
efforts and traffic engineering studies. 
In March, a fundraising picnic brought 
many Allandale neighbors out to 
Northwest Park for food, bands, fun, 
and raised more toward the target 
amount. In less than two months 20% 
of the goal was achieved. 

The total estimated funding level is 
equivalent to 500 neighbors donating 
5% of their annual property tax bill to 
help ensure that the value stays high.

e Nominating Committee (NC) rec- 

ommended that Tom Linehan remain 
as Vice President (acting president) until 
June, after which he would be considered 
to fill the vacant presidency position, and 
not require modification of the Bylaws, 
which states that an officer can only be 
elected after sitting on the Executive 
Committee (EC) for at least one year. 

The Allandale Neighborhood 
Association also needed five new mem- 
bers. According to the Bylaws, vacant 
seats on the board that occur in the mid- 
dle of a term are to be filled by vote of 
the EC, from candidates recommended 
by the Nominating Committee. 

The Nominating Committee suggest- 
ed three candidates to replace the 
vacant seats, which was subsequently 
approved by an EC vote. These candi- 
dates were selected based on 1) interest, 
2) availability, 3) reflection of the diver- 
sity of the geographical regions in the 
Allandale Neighborhood, and 4) their 
willingness to work on the concerns of 
the neighborhood. 

Based on these criteria, we solicited 


from nearly 30 people, and after review 
were able to narrow the field down to: 
Dan Jones, Brent Sjolseth and Paulette 
Kern. The EC voted and approved. 
The Nominating Committee then rec- 
ommended that the remaining two seats be 
filled after giving additional time to solicita- 
tion of nominations on the Allandale 
Newsgroup in order to give additional 
opportunity to interested neighbors. 
Interested people should contact the 
members of the current board if they 
are considering this opportunity to 
affect change in their neighborhood. +%

he next new thing on Burnet Road 

is “Vertical Mixed Use.” Or, if you 
prefer strange three-letter acronyms, 
“VMU.” This is a hot topic in the 
neighborhood right now. Why? Because 
from now until June, we have a chance 
to influence development along Burnet 
Road and Anderson Lane. But how? 
And what is ANA doing about it? 

In January this year, new design stan- 
dards went into effect. These design stan-

dards have a lot to say about what new 
developments (or redevelopments) in 
central Austin must look like. These new 
provisions also encourage a kind of 
development called “Vertical Mixed Use.” 

The “mixed” part means a mix of dif- 
ferent uses in a single project—commer- 
cial, residential, and office. The “vertical” 
part means that they are stacked up in 
multiple stories. Ina VMU development, 
the ground floor must be designed pri- 
marily for commercial use. 

Above, there can be a mix of other 
uses, but at least one floor must be resi- 
dential units—either condos, town- 
houses, or apartments. But VMU is 
limited to specific zoning areas. 

In Allandale, VMU can occur only 
within a new Vertical Mixed Use Overlay 
District (VMUOD) that now overlays all 
commercial properties on Burnet Road 
and Anderson Lane and all other “Core 
Transit Corridors” in Austin. 

Here’s the basic deal. The City of 


Austin wants to preserve affordability. 
So, in exchange for making 10% of res- 
idential units affordable, a VMU project 
is entitled to various incentives, includ- 
ing waivers from setbacks and reduc- 
tions in parking. And we neighbors are 
entitled to weigh in on how these 
incentives get applied. 

We can recommend that specific prop- 
etties should “opt-out” of one or more 
incentives. Or we can recommend that a 
property be removed from the VMUOD 
entirely. We can even “opt-in” by recom- 
mending properties that VMU be allowed 
on properties currently outside the 
VMUOD. Only one catch: we have just 
one chance and it lasts only 90 days. ANA 
has to submit the “opt-in/out” recom- 
mendations for Allandale before June 4. 

Here’s the plan. We started by 
spreading the word in a series of “cof- 
fee meetings.” On five different 
evenings in March and April, neighbors 
gathered in a nearby home to learn 
about VMU and share ideas. 

The ANA VMU team gave a brief 
slide show that explained all of the 


facts about VMU and the opt-in/out 
process. Then everyone sat down to 
discuss what the impact of VMU might 
be and to think about what issues our 
opt-in/out decisions ought to consider. 
Then we talked about what comes next. 
The next step involves forming 
teams of volunteers to look at each 
section of Burnet and Anderson in 
detail. Together, these “zone teams” 
will be responsible for putting together 
an initial draft of our opt-in/opt-out 
choices. Then everyone in Allandale 
will get a chance to attend one of sev- 
eral feedback meetings to examine the 
draft and make more suggestions. 
When we’ve reached our best con- 
sensus, the ANA Executive Committee 
will approve the final draft and submit 
it to the Austin Planning Commission. 
Until then, you have an opportunity 
to make a difference. Join a zone team 
and share your ideas about how Burnet 
and Anderson will look in the future.

ho said the Wild West doesn’t exist 

in Austin anymore? Cyberspace in 
the form of the internet is very much a 
part of many people’s lives, and you 
better believe that problems get settled 
here first and the laws get established 
afterwards. It’s called the Allandale 
Neighborhood Newsgroup 
[http://groups.yahoo.com/ 
group /allandale/]. 

The Allandale Newsgroup is nearing 
14,000 postings and its 6th anniversary. 
Chris Allen, our neighbor to the south 
(Rosedale), first established the group 
on April 24, 2001. The newsgroup now 
has close to 700 members made up of 
residents of Allandale, surrounding 
neighborhoods, neighbors who have 
moved away, the press, business inter- 
ests, and who knows who else. 

The first issue presented was about 
the City of Austin’s Dog Leash 
Ordinance followed by speeding on 
Shoal Creek. As much as some things 
change, others don’t. The first big 
flame war was the 125th message and 
started four months after the start of 
the newsgroup. This fight, over speed 
humps on Greenlawn, only lasted 
about 15 messages. 

Posters were even calculating traffic 
patterns back then. For example, “The 
time to traverse 2 mile at 20 MPH is 
90 seconds. The time to traverse it at 
40 MPH is 45 seconds, at 30 MPH it’s 
60 seconds.” And people got just as fed 
up, as one user posted, “don’t bring me 
a problem unless you have a solution.” 

Today’s lively conversation is about 
the Northcross Redevelopment, a topic 
on which there have already been over 
940 postings. A new newsgroup was 
formed on March 7, 2007, after some 
members expressed their displeasure 
over the tone of some postings and the 
number of postings being made. The 
Northcross_redevelopment newsgroup 
was started at http://groups.yahoo.com 
/group/northcross_redevelopment and 
in less than two weeks, it is already up 
to 600 postings with 70 members. 

Before things got out of hand, some 


neighbors even started offering a “free 
translation service,” translating posts 
from “bitter/angry/resentful/insulting” 
English to “neighborly, respectful, con- 
structive and considerate English.” 


Example: 

“Pre-translation: You idiot! Your data and 
reasoning why we need/ dont need (Wal- 
Mart/ curb islands/ whatever) is useless, you 
moron.” 

“Post-translation: Interesting perspective, as 
I didnt know about that. Thanks for post- 
ing. From my perspective, I’m not sure Td 
agree with you on your data source, and I 
dont follow your reasoning, but perhaps I'm 
wrong. Would you mind pointing me in the 
area where I can do some more research, or 
would you mind expanding on your reason- 
ing? 

... Thanks in advance, your neighbor.” 


Then people started attacking the 
Nicerator! 

Educational institutions are starting 
to look at the impact of technology on 
society. Harvard University’s Berkman 
Center for Internet and Society is look- 
ing at its “development, dynamics, 
norms, standards, and need or lack 
thereof” under its law school. Their 
latest webinar questions whether “this 
burst of participation in culture [is] 
leading to greater participation in poli- 
tics and democracy”. 

I asked Elizabeth Keating, a professor 
at UT who specializes in the “impacts of 
technology on society, particularly the 
role of technology in shaping communi- 
cation” about this. She commented for 
us, “The audience for comments posted 
online is invisible. 
It is well known 
that in face to face 
conversation peo- 
ple orient remarks 
to their particular 
audience, and

unfortunately some 
of these remarks 
are insensitive and 
insulting about cer- 
tain other groups.”

Ground rules have to be set up clear- 
ly and participants must respect one 
another. Once postings are seen as 
repressive and intimidating, communi- 
cation breaks down and splinter groups 
form as did with the Northcross 
Redevelopment Group. 


There are many rules of engagement, 
starting with: 

m postings should deal with issues, not 
individuals, 

m members may speak freely without 
fears of being judged, ridiculed or 
invalidated, 

m if your posting does not make a con- 
tribution or is not of interest to the 
newsgroup, please use a private e- 
mail to the person you'd like to 
direct your comment to, and 

m don’t respond to flame-bait; avoid 
needless escalation (often, those who 
post flame-bait are looking for atten- 
tion. You’re best off not giving it). 


“Netiquette,” short for network eti- 
quette, is the do’s and don’ts of online 
communication. It covers both com- 
mon courtesy online and the informal 
“rules of the road” of cyberspace. 
Virginia Shea’s book, The Core Rules of 
Etiquette, is the one most widely-accept- 
ed and can be found at 
http://www.albion.com/netiquette. 
Allandale has its own version of FAQ’s 
which can be found at www.allandalere- 
porter.org. 

One of the core rules that wasn’t 
included is: keep your sense of humor. %

ol 22, Issue 3 of the “Allandale 

Neighbor”. It’s not just another 
pretty face. It is the face and primary 
communications vehicle for the over 
3,100 households in Allandale. It’s rich 
in its own history and is a rich histori- 
cal record of Allandale. 

The content of Allandale’s newsletter 
continues to follow founder Phyllis 
Brinkley’s original intent—to keep 
neighbors informed—when she first 
started the newsletter in November, 
1985. The newsletter was published 
quarterly at that time and was mailed 
and then delivered by volunteers, 
including the Boy Scouts. 

Today’s newsletter averages 20 pages, 
is published bi-monthly and is profes- 
sionally delivered. It takes many hours 
by volunteers to write articles for 
Allandale Neighbor. To keep this going 
we need help. This article is a call for 
help and to give recognition to the 
faces behind the newsletter. 


Layout and Design 
Once the articles are written, Cathy 


Savage, an artist and stay-at-home mom, 


works her magic to make Allandale 
Neighbor look good. She recently 
designed a new nameplate as well as 
updated the newsletter’s image by going 
to three columns, where we can fit more 
text. It takes about 5 days for the layout 
to be completed; this includes 3+ 
approval cycles. Cathy also handles 
advertising for the Allandale Neighbor. 

Cathy is the classic Allandale neigh- 
bor. She moved here 10 years ago after 
humoring her realtor, who was talking 
up Allandale, though she was thinking 
“No way! It’s too far north!” It was 
love at first sight or at least in two sec- 
onds once she saw the inside of her 
1950s house. It was meant to be, 
because the owners accepted the offer 
instead of a higher bid because they 
heard about Cathy and her husband 
talking to neighbors to find out about 
the neighborhood and knew they loved 
their house.

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the Texas State Bar was downsized by 
the efficiency experts. That’s fortunate 
for Austin and the small business com- 
munity. Today, the business is truly 
family run and operated. Its owners 
include siblings Linda, Neal, and Gayle 
and their mother, Ann. 

The Worley children all grew up in 
Allandale. The parents built the 3rd 
house farthest north in Austin in 1953. 
Gene opened the print shop in 1972, 
while his wife, Ann, taught art. Neal first 
started at Worley while he was in school 
and later came on full time even though 
he got a petroleum land management 
degree. Gayle joined after the travel 
agency she worked for closed shop in 
the mid-1980s. Linda, the eldest of the 
Worley children, teaches in Waco. 

There is nothing like the freedom of 
a family business. They are unencum- 
bered in their decisions to give, which 
they have for their employees and their 
customers. They have four long-time 
employees including one who’s been 
there since 1983.

Delivery 

The last step in getting Allandale 
Neighbor out is delivery, and we are 
fortunate to have Christine Jensen, sole 
proprietor of Consumer Connection 
Flyer Distribution. Christine’s entrepre- 
neurial and independent spirit led her 
to open her business 15 years ago. 

Back in 1991, she noticed a gap in 
services for smaller businesses while 
screening companies for her advertising 
service. She saw that some of the com- 
panies she was working with needed a 
better way to communicate. By the sum- 
mer of 1992, while she was distributing 
flyers to about 300 doors for her referral 
service, she realized she could help her 
clients and make money at it. Now, 
Christine and her crew deliver all over 
Austin and the surrounding communities. 

Though she only planned to do this 
for 10 years, her loyalty to her cus- 
tomers and her employees has kept her 
going. She says that no one knows the 
streets of Austin better than her. She’s

every single one of them. Christine also 
likes that she can see more by walking 
than in a car ot on a bike, and as she 
says, she “loves to be paid to exercise.” 
These days, she’s mostly managing, 
hiring and training her team of delivery 
people, rechecking deliveries and it’s no 
easy job. About one out of every 10 
people she hires stays working for a 
month or more—mostly because they 
can’t take the walking. She holds weekly 
hiring meetings, usually at the Alligator 
Grill, and screens her applicants care- 
fully—looking for the right attitude. 
They have to have a car and cell phone. 
She won’t bring on board homeless 
people or drug addicts, “because it’s 
just not the right arena to help them 
(or have at peoples’ front doors).” If 
you're looking for some extra money, 
she’s always looking for good honest 
people who can handle the walk. 
Christine’s meetings involve learning 
how to place the flyers neatly so they 
don’t fall on the ground, specifications 
for each client, how to deal with dogs 
and people barking at them, the laws 
about where they can leave distribute. 
FYI: the law says nothing can be placed 
on or near a mail box, respect a “no 
trespassing” sign and don’t leave it

where there is any type of sign posted 
not to leave flyers. NO SOLICITA- 
TION means someone is trying to sell 
something, and requires a permit. 

Flyers are considered handbills and are 
covered under freedom of speech and 
freedom of press laws. So, she suggests 
that if you don’t like getting the flyers, 
post a sign.

Pluses and Minuses of VMU along Burnet Road

ertical Mixed Use (VMU) was 

implemented along Burnet Road 
on January 16, giving developers the 
option to build two to four story build- 
ings with commercial on the ground 
floor and residential on subsequent 
floors. 

VMU is not the only factor reshap- 
ing our neighborhood, but it is one that 
we have some influence over. The 
neighborhood has a one-time opportu- 
nity to submit recommendations to 
City Council about changes to how 
VMU will be implemented in Allandale. 
This begs the question: How will VMU 
impact us? 


Potential Minuses: 

= More thru-Allandale traffic, making 
streets less safe for walking and bik- 
ing; this is a long-term trend regard- 
less— VMU will compound it, espe- 
cially at peak traffic hours when peo- 
ple go to work. 

= More Burnet/Anderson traffic. 

m Might encourage three-story buildings 
on shallow lots bordering residential 
lots, resulting in an invasion of priva- 
cy; could encourage developers to 
attempt rezoning of residential. 

= New apartments (as opposed to con- 
dos) would encourage higher 
turnover of people, uninvolved in 
our community. 

= Because VMU is expensive, develop- 
ers may be reluctant to do it, or only 
with incentives like relaxed size or 
parking requirements. With only 
sporadic VMU, you are unlikely to 
get such benefits as more open

space, more walkability, or the con- 
centrated higher density to support 
more interesting businesses and pub- 
lic transport options. 

= Because VMU is lucrative for land- 
lords, some existing businesses that 
pay lower rents to use older build- 
ings could be driven out. 


Potential Pluses: 

m An increase in area housing stock 
should help to moderate housing 
prices, allowing more Allandale resi- 
dents to remain in their homes. If 
new residential is added throughout 
the city, this gives demographic 
groups like young professionals 
greater flexibility to live closer to 
their work, reducing traffic. 

a VMU development is more expen- 
sive to build, so there is a built-in 
incentive for a property owner to 
maintain the property for long-term 
profitability. 

a Well-maintained quality development 
results in lower crime. 

a VMU along Burnet has been called 
“a deal with the devil,” because 
neighborhood groups that participat- 
ed in the VMU ordinance brokered 
an understanding that the city will 
discourage rezoning of single-family- 
zoned lots in core residential neigh- 
borhoods. 

m VMU is often done in conjunction 
with open spaces, which encourage 
community-building. 

a VMU encourages more walking and 
less driving per household, but only 
in areas with sufficient space to sup- 


port multiple destinations of inter- 
est. And remember: VMU adds 
more households. 

m The current economic reality of 
Burnet favors unattractive businesses 
like used car lots that pull customers 
from a wider area, over neighbor- 
hood-friendly businesses like book- 
stores, niche groceries, or coffee 
shops. VMU increases the local densi- 
ty that could support more neighbor- 
hood-friendly businesses. One poten- 
tial benefit of slower-moving traffic 
along Burnet may be to squeeze the 
unattractive businesses by deterring 
their non-local customers. 

m Higher population density makes 
mass transit more available, more 
predictable, and less costly. This is 
the only long-term solution to inner- 
city traffic, and we will be forced in 
this direction regardless of VMU. 

m VMU makes available additional 
retirement options for Allandale resi- 
dents and their relatives. 


5600 Burnet Rd: Impact of a VMU 
Redevelopment on a “Shallow Lot” 
This property, like many along 
Burnet, is “shallow,” with a depth of 
only 190 feet, and backing onto resi- 
dential homes. Shallow lots minimize 
the benefits of VMU by restricting the 
number of interesting destinations 
within walking distance. They are sub- 
ject to compatibility standards, restrict- 
ing the height of the building to at 
most three stories. Their small size

means less room for parking. VMU is 
expensive, and these small lots won't 

turn developers a profit. VMU might 
encourage rezoning of the adjoining 

residential properties. 


6400 Burnet Rd: Impact of a VMU 
Redevelopment on a “Deep Lot” 
The 18-acre storage facility at 6400 
Burnet Rd. is zoned commercial and 
will eventually be redeveloped. Twenty- 
six Allandale homes border the proper- 
ty and many others will be impacted by 
a redevelopment. Possible options 
include a retail center (usually just one 


story), a multi-story 
office park, a “mixed 
use” commercial-office 
complex (would 
require rezoning), or a 
VMU development 
with retail on the first 
floor, and condos, 
apartments, and possi- 
bly office overhead. 


Regardless of VMU, new buildings 
on the property could reach 60 ft, or 
about four stories. Almost any redevel- 
opment will aggravate traffic on both 
Burnet and on nearby residential streets. 
Traffic on Wynona north of 2222 could 
easily double from 1,000 trips a day 
now to 2,000 trips per day, similar to 
that on Greenhaven. VMU may exacer- 
bate the existing traffic peaks of 7 to 9 
am and 4 to 6 pm. Traffic patterns for 
an office development might be slightly 
better distributed, would generate more 
traffic during the middle of the day but 
little at night.

A VMU development at 6400 Burnet 
does have potential advantages over an 
all-retail or all-office development. The 
property is big enough to allow for 
pedestrian-friendly features like open 
spaces, playgrounds, fountains or even a 
new putt-putt course. The property is 
across the street from the Farmet’s 
Market, which Travis County is in the 
process of selling. Our neighborhoods 
will have a say in what will be built there. 

A family-friendly VMU development 
is likely, and could serve as a catalyst 
for other family-friendly VMU develop- 
ments on both sides of Burnet. Ideally, 
the properties on both sides of Burnet 
would be integrated, allowing pedestri- 
ans to freely circulate through a unified 
retail district with ample restaurants, 
coffee shops, and other pedestrian- 
friendly features. 

We may not have much leverage if 
an all-commercial or office develop- 
ment goes onto this property. Existing 
ordinances do little to protect the 
neighbors. The VMU Opt-In/Opt-Out 
process, by contrast, gives us an oppor-

tunity to negotiate in advance how 
VMU could be developed. 

The creek at the reat of 6400 Burnet 
is completely paved over. That leads to 


flooding for hous- 
es on White Horse 
Trail. We could ask 
that the creek land 
become brush, or 
a park, or a com- 
munity garden, a 
new farmer’s mat- 
ket, or some com- 
bination that pro- 
tects neighbors’ 
privacy and 
reduces flooding. 
Traffic-wise, the city no longer allows 
speed bumps on streets. There are some 
indirect methods for minimizing traffic 
impact, like forbidding commercial uses 


that draw more traffic, requiring a certain 
number of handicap-friendly condos tar- 
geting retirees who drive less, requiring a 
mix of residential and office, and having 
CapMetto build a MetroRapid station to 
encourage public transport. None of 
these will be sufficient to completely mit- 
igate the traffic impact. But collectively 
they should make traffic less intrusive. 

Finally, we will have considerable 
leverage to bargain for beautification 
improvements along Burnet, getting the 
city to add sidewalks and trees, while 
burying utilities. This may encourage 
high-end development, making the area 
less vulnerable to crime. %

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Constable’s Notebook—March, 2007 


Constable Bruce Elfant 


ne of the first laws passed after 
Texas gained independence from 

Mexico required counties to provide 

health care for indigent people. Today 

counties continue to serve as the safety 

net of last resort for most of the 5.5 

million Texans who cannot afford health 

insurance. Two studies sponsored by 
medical professionals found the Texas 
health care system to be under-funded, 
inequitable and poorly organized. The 

Indigent Health Care Advisory 

Committee found that “Texas has the 

third highest obesity rate in the country; 

has one of the highest death rates from 
preventable causes; ranks number 46 on 
expenditures per capita for mental 
health and number 32 on state spending 
for health care as a percentage of gross 
product.” The findings contained in 

Code Red, a study commissioned by 

hospital professionals, include: 

m Texas has the highest percentage 
(25%) of uninsured citizens in the 
nation. 

m Seventy-nine percent of uninsured 
Texans work or have a working fam- 
ily member. 

m Three million Texans are less likely 
to receive less costly preventative 
care.

m One million uninsured Texans do 
not receive adequate care for chronic 
diseases. 

m Medical expenses are the single 
biggest reason for personal bank- 
ruptcies in Texas. 

m The overall health condition of 
Texans is poor. 


The Indigent Health Care Advisory 
Committee reported that “The number 
of uninsured in Texas is particularly 
acute among small employers and the 
‘working poor’—people earning less 
than 200% of the federal Poverty Limit 
(FPL) ($18,000 per year for a single indi- 
vidual, and $40,000 for a family of 
four).” Texas counties are required to 
spend 8% of their budget to provide 
health care services for residents who 
make less than 21% of FPL (the very 
poor). Some counties, including Travis, 
provide services for people up to 100% 
of FPL ($20,000 for a family of four). 
This patchwork of health care eligibili- 
ties and services has resulted in a migra- 
tion of residents from counties with few 
services and restricted eligibilities to 
counties with higher eligibilities and 
more available services. Much of the 
cost of providing health care is due to

ER visits that are not actually emergen- 
cies and for emergencies that would not 
have become emergencies if patients 
had access to or took advantage of pre- 
ventative health care services. 

Both studies concluded that in order 
to effectively and economically treat 
chronic ailments, provide guidance on 
healthy eating and exercise habits, and 
prevent illnesses; all citizens should 
have access to basic primary health care 
services. They call for the Texas 
Legislature to consider creation of 
regional health care districts to focus 
on access to primary care and share 
fairly the costs; expand and standardize 
eligibility requirements; take full advan- 
tage of available federal funds; and 
offer incentives to help small business- 
es provide health insurance. 

There is general agreement that 
health care services cannot keep pace 
with increasing needs and rising costs. 
The Legislature has a real opportunity 
to craft a more equitable and affordable 
health care system for all Texans. Let's 
hope that they don’t punt.

bison: your dog to release a pos- 
session that she has in her mouth is 
a good use of your time. I like to start 
by teaching the dog to “trade.” 

The premise of the training process 
is that the dog will release what they are 
carrying if something more desirable is 
offered. If I am holding a cheese sand- 
wich as if I have the best treasure in 
the world and you offer me a piece of 
chocolate cake, you can bet that I will 
promptly release that cheese sandwich 
to accept the cake. Offer me an engi- 
neering textbook for the cheese sand- 
wich and I will laugh in your face and 
hold on tightly to my sandwich. Chase 
me to get the sandwich and I will run 
from you. See what I mean? 

To make the “trade” work with your 
dog, you need to know what your dog 
values. Clearly, in the previous example, 
I did not place much value in the text- 
book, but the chocolate cake was a dif- 
ferent kettle of fish. Your dog has pref- 
erences, too. He may like his dog food, 
but he probably places greater value in 
a little dog biscuit and still greater value 
in a bit of cheese or a little piece of 
that pot roast or that roasted chicken in 
the fridge. 

Start practicing “trade” in a con- 
trolled situation. Have special treats 


nearby then offer your dog a toy or 
item that they like but are not crazy 
about. When the dog takes the item 
into her mouth, get the goody and put 
it close to your dog’s face. The moment 
your dog starts to release the toy to 
take the treat, say “Trade!” and offer 
the goody to the dog and pick up the 
toy. Praise your dog. Repeat with anoth- 
er toy within about 30 seconds. 

Ideally you will have a number of 
somewhat interesting items that you 
can use to do about 4 or 5 repetitions 
in a 2 minute period. You are starting 
to create a pattern of behavior in your 
dog. Repeat this process through the 
day. The treats should be small and 
very desirable and you need to be effu- 
sive and generous with your praise. 
Over time you will see that your dog 
will drop items when you say, “trade” 
and your praise 


the exercise in 5 or 10 minutes with a 
treat of greater value. 

It is still important for everyone in 
the household to put away valued items 
and to keep garbage cans out of reach 
ot behind closed doors. 

IMPORTANT: Some dogs will stren- 
uously and emphatically guard a special 
item such as a bone or rawhide bone. 
They will growl and bare their teeth if 
anyone comes neat them while they 
have possession of that item. I recom- 
mend that those items be removed 
from the house and never be given to 
the dog again. 

I am always happy to help with your 
dog issues and am happy to get togeth- 
er with small groups of folks to discuss 
behavioral/management issues. There 
is no charge for my help.

m met with city staff 

m met with city attorneys 

= met individually with City Council 
members 

m met with Lincoln/Wal-Mart and 
their attorneys 

= met with other neighborhoods 

m talked with neighbors to get their 
input 

m responded to term sheets 


Negotiations took the form of an ini- 
tial meeting in February with city staff, 
surrounding neighborhood associations, 
and multiple attorneys. ANA objected to 
(1) traffic, (2) use, (3) hours of opera- 
tion, (4) size and (5) impact on small 
businesses, as did all of the neighbor- 
hoods. We outlined these items and spe- 
cific issues in an 18-page report submit- 
ted to the city at its request. 

In March, the committee met with 
two City Council members, Brewster 
McCracken and Betty Dunkerley. 
Though the meeting was informative, 
the Allandale Neighborhood 
Association discovered that under the 
current set of circumstances, there 
does not appear to be a political solu- 
tion to our fight against the current 


Northcross Redevelopment plan, which 
includes the Wal-Mart Supercenter. 

The City Council has been told by 
the city attorneys that if they pull the 
current Northcross site plan, they will 
be in violation of the law. This means 
that they could then be sued individual- 
ly, and the City of Austin would not be 
responsible for their defense or any 
damages to them. 

Our research indicates that this is a 
narrow and inaccurate read of Texas 
State law. However, it appears that this 
advice is sufficient to dissuade a majori- 
ty of City Council members from tak- 
ing any action. Therefore, ANA will 
have to negotiate or file a lawsuit. 

ANA met again with more attorneys 
and representatives of Lincoln, Wal- 
Mart, the city, and various neighbor- 
hood associations in early March to lis- 
ten to the response of the city and the 
applicants. They outlined their respons- 
es and held an open house at 
Northcross Mall. At the open house, 
Lincoln and Wal-Mart announced they 
would consider reducing the super- 
center by 6,000 square feet and closing 
the supercenter to the public for four 
hours during some days. 

Many of our requests were ignored. 
Four surveys have been done in which 

more than 70 
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percent of the 
people polled 
unequivocally 
state that they 
don’t want this 
development, 
yet Lincoln 
and Wal-Mart 
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software inputs, the software program, 
capacity manual classifications, and trip 
generator inputs that we have been con- 
sistently requesting since December, 
2006. Once we have this information, it 
will be forwarded to an engineering firm 
that we’ve hired for analysis. 

Most recently, the ANA responded 
to a request of a term sheet sent to us 
by the city in February. A term sheet is 
a series of commitments parties make 
regarding an issue. In this case, the 
term sheet was what Wal-Mart and 
Lincoln Properties were willing to do. 
There were a few changes to the proj- 
ect, but the changes were insufficient to 
correct the five major problems. Our 
response is that we are waiting on the 
traffic data so we can evaluate the 
scope of the traffic problems. (Our 
response as well as the term sheet and 
other related material has been posted 
on www.allandalereporter.org,) 

Related is our concern with the TIA 
prepared by Lincoln Property for the 
city which initially predicted an increase 
of a little over 7,000 vehicles per day. 
Our independent analysis predicts a sig- 
nificantly higher level (to over 20,000 
VTD, per day) with the current pro- 
posed site plan. Based on the traffic 
engineers that ANA hired, four inter- 
sections ate predicted to fail: Burnet 
and two entrances to Northcross on 
the east, Burnet at Anderson, and 
Anderson and the main entrance to 
Wal-Mart. Waits during rush hour could 
extend to two to three traffic light 
changes per intersection. 

The Executive Committee will contin- 
ue to aggressively pursue solutions to 
this level of traffic. We feel it is a danger 
to us all, inconsistent with the needs for 
quality of life, and expensive for the citi- 
zens to remedy, if even possible. +%
